ings, this would be a world of peaceful co­ 
operation instead of one filled with fear and 
lack of faith. 
More astounding than all 
the terrible 
stories of terror th at fill the pages of our 
newspapers, is that one Book of Revelations 
in the Bible. 
And for sheer beauty of ex­ 
pression it stands unique.

he actually was, and not as the world knew him , but 
as he w anted his p arents to know him 
Not often 
does one see a personality built up from th a t angle, 
and so com plete a job as this is alm ost unique 
The book is a selection from more th an a thousand 
letters w ritten his parents in longhand, from the tim e 
lie tirst left home up to the m om ent of sailing from 
C hina on the junk th at disappeared in m id-Paciflc 
last year. 
These have been arranged chronologically, 
of course, and repetitions and irrelevancies have been 
removed. 
T he editing, whoever may have done it. is 
dose to a perfect job. chiefly because so few of tile 
im plications of the text have been obscured 
For one 
exam ple, the curious over-em phasis ch aracteristic of 
H alliburton, both as 
“ad v en tu rer” and w riter, has 
been retained 
"I ve been utterly consum ed by the 
Pic’ all w eek.' lie w rites from Princeton to his p a r­ 
ents in M em phis 
And fourteen or fifteen years later: 
"The C hristophe citadel is tin* m ost thrilling thing 
I ve seen in a long, long tim e ” 
Perhaps this capacity for synthetic excitem ent is 
the essence of this chap who never grew up. although 
he traveled thousands of miles, m et thousands of peo­ 
ple, delivered thousands of lectures and wrote th o u ­ 
sands of words 
E verything seem ed im portant 
to 
H alliburton as long as he was doing it; he even pro­ 
fessed to be thrilled bv lecture tours. 
He would have 
a m ost divine lecture audience in W histleville, and 
th en sunburn him self dreadfully swim ming in the 
Sea of G alilee and delight equally in each 
These endless stu n ts all seemed im p o rtan t—sw im ­ 
ming the Hellespont, sw im m ing in the pool at T aj. 
riding an elephant across the Alps. diving into the so- 
called "W ell of D eath" (Twice, the second time w ith 
a cam era m an g rin d in g ' —these were adventures to 
H alliburton, though to some of the world th eir chief 
im portance seemed th eir nuisance value 
He was like 
a m an on a hot griddle, and now here in his h ith erto 
published work is there so good an explanation of Hie 
reason why as in this strangely constructed a u to ­ 
biography.

Harvard, consists of shooting liar- ii :oo-N<n\, 
row beams of short radio waves di­ 
rectly upward and receiving them 
by reflection about 200 yards away 
from the sending station. 
The same method has been used 
by the Carnegie institution of W ash­ 
ington to measure the heights of 
the radio reflecting lavers which 
range from 50 to 200 miles above the 
earth's surface. 
These electrified 
layers are caused by tho bombard­ 
m ent of particles of air by radia- j 
tions from the sun. 
The West Virginia and Harvard 
scientists re ported in the Journal of, 
the Aeronautical Sciences that the 
method makes It possible “to meas­ 
ure directly the altitudes of airm ass 
boundaries and all other atm as- j 
pheric discontinuities" changes suf­ 
ficient to alter the radio reflecting 
layers. 
At present the W eather B ureau! 
and various universities are explor­ 
ing the upper air with sounding bal­ 
loons which, with autom atic radio 
sending sets. reports back the tem ­ 
perature and humidity of the a i r ! 
and altitude of the balloon.

Scarcity of precious metals in 
present-day Germany often handi­ 
capped dentists in their work. P a­ 
tients in need of bridge work re­ 
quiring gold were often turned away 
if they could not produce the quan­ 
tity of cold needed.
